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THE TACTICS OF THE OPPOSITION AND THE

Ir is not surprising that the fall of Sebastopol and the political 
contingencies which it may involve should rouse into activity all 
the ingenuity of intriguing politicians. Men will view that great 
event according as their nature prompts them. The lovers of 
peace will hailin it an opening for the termination of a sangui- 
nary strife; the lovers of progress and humanity will see in it an 
omen of better days and a means of securing European civilisa- 
tion against menaced peril; the idolators of military glory will 
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the supremacy of Russia in the Black Sea; that supremacy is now de- | 
stroyed. The last Russian ship has been sunk or burnt, and Sebastopol 

is in ruins. Fur what object is the war now to be continued? ‘ogra: | 
tify a futile sentiment of honour, or to indulge those fierce passions | 
which the war has aroused ? 

England and France have no longer an object in maintaining the wer. | 
They entered on it reluctantly, and fora specific purpose—the defence 
of the Turkish Empire. That purpose has been obtained. 

The reduction of the Russian Empire was assuredly never contem- 
plated when their alliance was formed. If they pursue hostilities for 
that end its whole character is changed, the European system is over- 
thrown, and it is impossible to foresee the calamities to which their 
policy may léad, or the duration and intensity of the struggle it may 
produce. 

It is easy to read the intention of this language—suitable and 
to be expected from the mouth of Mr Gladstone, strange and sig- 
nificant in the organ of the opposition leader. It would be difli- | 
cult to understand the meaning cf this manifesto or to believe that 
it can proceed from such a quarter, if we did not remember Mr 
Disraeli’s course on the Turkish loan questiou, and indeed through- 
out the entire session,—when, though breathing a spirit of reso- 
lute hostility to Russia and to all who would be satisfied with 
poor and inconclusive terms, because he was convinced that thus 
he most exactly echoed the national feeling of the hour, he yet 
Jost no opportunity of embarrassing and attacking thuse to whom 
the conduct of the war had been committed, and of turning each 
incident as it arose to the service of his own official aspirations, 
Though ostensib'y zealous for a vigorous prozecutiou of the | 
struggle aud the exaction of full securities for the future, it was 
yet observabie that he coquetted in no delicate or bashial manner 
with those who were urgent for a peace and indifferent abont its 
terms; and exchanged compliments and amenities with the | 
gentlemen below the gangway in a mode and with a frequency 


which showed his anxiety to use them for the accomplishment of |

She has resigned her claim 
to the guardianship of the Greek subjects of the Porte, and to the Pro- 

tectorate of the Principalities. She is willing to admit Turkey 
| into the European system—-a point in itself of vital importance—and 
to guarantee, in accord with the other contracting Powers, the inde- 
pendence of its Government and the integrity of its territory. She is 
| also disposed to place the free navigation of the Danube under the

England and France are 
to be sacrificed and Russia is to be re-iustated that Mr Disraeli 
and bis friends may once more taste the sweets of office. ‘There 
is considerable taleot as well as much shameless daring in the 
movg: the Peace party andthe Ministerial seceders, aided by that 
portion of the Tury section of the House whom their leader cau 
persuade to follow him, migit possibly enough on occasion place 
the Government in a miinvrity; any appearance of feebleness or 
irresolution on the part of the Cabinet would ensure a vigorous 
assault; and the nation, if not warned of what was going on and | 
prepared to crush it with vigilant sternness, might fi-d itself sud- || 
denly deprived of all the fruita of that great achievemeut for | 
which it has suffered aud sacrificed so much. 

These tactics have been played at least twice before in oar | 
history,—and both times with equal disgrace to the actors and 
damage and dishonour to the couutry. Twice in the last century 
were tke gaips of a glorious war given back to the enemy in 
obedience to the jealousies and intrigues of rival competitors for 
office. Twice before were the victories of the nwion made of no 
avail in order that the victory of a faction might be consummated 
and ensured. Twice beture has a British Ministry surrendered 
by an ignominious peace the conquests and advantages which 
their rivals had won by a brilliaut aud successful war. Lotrigues 
or accidents or unexpected combinations upset the Goverument, 
and the new holders of office hastened to uado or cast to the | 
winds the work of their predecessors. At the peace of Utrecht, | 
the main fruits of Maribvrouzh’s wonderful series of Victories | 
abroad were bartered away by the lotriguers who had supplauted 
Marlborough at home,—and the country which had paid the price 
was cheated of its bargain. la the case of the treaty of Parig 
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again, the war which the energy of the first Pitt made so glorious 
for England was not terminated when 9 new Sovereign and 
a new favourite ousted him from power; and the wretched 
Bate in the fall tide of victory was so ostentatiously anxious 
for peace that the enemy obtained terms which, had a more 
spirited or prudent Minister been at the helm, they would not 
even have dreamed of asking; and the name of England, which 
| Pitt had made so formidable, sunk to nearly as low a degra- 
dation as before. In both cases the opposition which contrived 
to supplant the War Ministry did not scruple to pay away the 
victories of their antagonists as the price of their own rise to 
wer. Do not let British statesmen in the nineteenth century 
exhibit a third time this unpatriotic spectacle to Europe. 


There is one expression of this manifesto in the Press that 
calls for special commert. It asks, “Is the war to be con- 
‘tinued to gratify a futile sentiment of honour, or to indulge 
“ those fierce passions which the war has aroused ?”;—and it ob- 
serves that “the statesmen of this country have never been 
“ favourable to wars of extremity, or wars of aggrandisement.” 
In the sentiments here expressed or implied we are glad to be 
| able to express our entire concurrence. Wars of aggraudisement 

are simply criminal, and will never again be voluntarily under- 
taken by this country. Wars of extremity are bruta: and un- 
| christian, and whol'y alien to our national temper. ‘‘ Honour” 
| is a word too lightly used and too vague and undetinable to serve 
_ alone as a legitimate ground for hostile operations; though the 

thing itself, when really at stake, is of all possessions the best 
| worth fighting for and dying for. But we utterly deny that the 
| war which we are waging can be said to bear even now any one 
of these characters; or that, by refusing to solicit or entice nego- 
| tiations on occasion of the first conclusive victory which has 
|| rewarded our exertions, we expose ourselves to the charge of con- 
_travening any of these sound and righteous sentiments. If, in- 
| deed, we had refused to make peace till Sebastopol was taken, and 
| immediately on that event were to open negotiations, we 
| should be justly open to the imputation that we had been 
fighting merely for military glory. By declining this inde- 
| cent and imprudent haste,—by refusing to treat till the ob- 
ject for which Sebastopol was taken is accomplished,—we 
| prove that our aim has been not barren honour but sub- 
| stantial secarity. If aggrandisement were our aim, we have 
| long ago foraworn it. If extermination or the downright crush- 
| ing ot our foe were our purpose, why, we know it would be 
| hopeless and unattainable. If desire of renowa and glory had led 
us op, we have earned enough, in spite of our last mishap, to 
satisfy our needs—and these never were the ignes fatui of English- 
men. If vindictive feelings had any place in our bosoms, surely 
Russia has suffered enough and lost sons enough to satiate our 
| sternest love of justice. It is because our motive throughout has 
\ been wholly different from these—because our purpose, our aim, 
| Our justification in the war has been clear, unwavering, aud 
| practical—that we decline to throw away all the efforts and all 
| the sacrifices that the country has so cordially made for the at- 
| tainment of these ends, by piling our arms and contenting our- 
| selves with childish hurrahs, in the first flush of victury. 

















THE TRUE PEACE PARTY. 


In another article we have pointed out indications of an incipient 
intrigue to wrest from the country the fruits of ‘ts hard-won 
| victory by a combination between such of the regular oppo- 
_ sition as follow Mr Disraeli and such of the occupants of tne 
| cross benches as obey the impulses of Mr Gladstone and Mr 
| Bright, for the purpose of urging the Government into prema- 
| ture negotiations. We have now to explain how little really 
pacific is the policy which these singular allies would recommend. 
We are as truly members of tue Peace Party as the honourable 
represeniative of Manchester or any of his colieagues—nay, much 
more so. We have depicted the horrors and the mischiefs of war 
as earnestly and nearly as often. We have denounced the un- 
equalled sin of unjust or unnecessary wars as sternly as Mr 
Bright. We have calculatea the cost of strife even more closely 
and estimated it at a yet higher figure. We, like him, are ad- 
vocates for peace. Nay we, like him, are advocates for “ peace 
“at any price”’:—only we are anxious to have the article we bar- 
gain for; while he, as it appear to us, is either indifferent to this, 
or blind as tothe true means of obtaining it. Our ground of 
quarrel with him and his friends—the discrepancy between their 
views and ours—lies here:—that we insist upon the substance, 
while they would rest satistied with the shadow; we long for a 
reality—tuey would put op with the hollow bush-money of a sham; 
we want solid and enduring rest—they aspire only to a temporary 
breathing-time and a delusive lull. In fact the title they claim 
—that ot the Peace Party—is an errogaut misnomer to which we 
utterly deny theirright. They are not advocates of PEACE at all:

Was it to punish an adversary or 
to secure a peace? Did we undertake it to show our courage

not to extort an apology, but to obtain a guarantee? If we aif 
how can we dream that we have accomplished our task, when thet 
guarantee is as far off as ever, and only a diplomatic parchment 
is offered in its place? In a word, have we been fighting for the 
capture of Sebastopol, or for that permanent “and material ” 
security to which the possession of Sebastopoi is only the step. | 
ping-stone and the means? Did we fight for shadowy glory, or for 
real safety and enduring peace? Do we wish for victory merely. | 
or for those solid fruits of victory without which victory by itself 
is only a costly and bloodstained laurel ? 


Mr Bright and his friends may be satisfied with words, The 
nation will require some better equivalent for their expenditure 
and their exertions. We don’t want rest, we don’t want a Pause, | 
we don’t want an armistice—we want a PEACE. We don’t want 
a cessation of hostilities :—we want a termination of them. Now 
is there any man, capable in the slightest degree of calculating 
probabilities and estimating causes, who can believe that, if we 
now make overtures to Russia or show any anxiety to receive 
them, we shall obtain a peace which will endure one instant. 
longer than it is the interest of Russia to observe it ;—or that, 
if we hand back the Crimea to that power on any terms, we shall 
not even within the life-time of the present generation be called | 
upon to do our work over again? It is because we desire peace , 
with the whole thirsty longings of our soul—it is because we de. | 
precate war as wasteful, because we loathe it as brutal, because 
we detest it as sinful, and above all because as economists 
we especially shrink from feeling that its renewal is perpetually 
hanging over us,—that we protest in the name of the country and 
with all our force against the suggestions of those parties who | 
would patch up a hollow and delusive truce,—and dignify it with 
the name of peace. 


We have not enlarged our terms with the progress and suc- | 
cesses of our arms. We have not in one iota changed our esti- 
mate of the object for which the war was undertaken or of the 
means needed for securing that object. We demand now nothing | 
which we did not always demand. We entirely agree with the 
Press and with Mr Gladstone that we ought to consent to peace 
as soon as the purpose of the war has been accomplished. We | 
only deny that that purpose has been accomplished by the cap- | 
ture of Sebastopol. All which that great feat has achieved is to 
place in our hands the means of accomplishing that purpose, if | 
we choose to use those means. The parties to whom we refer |

Wedo not say what were the terms | 
they spoke of asking, but what was the object they spoke of | 
attaining? Was it not the rescue of Turkey from the posi- 
tion in which she then was, of being perpetually menaced by | 
Russian ambition, overawed by Russian supremacy, disturbed | 
by Russian intrigues,—of lying, as it were, every day «nd 
hour under the guns of Sebastopol? Did not Lord John | 
Russell say that Sebastopol in the Czar’s hands was * a stand- | 
“ing menace” to Turkey? And did not the whole country hail 
those words as about the first plain out-spoken utterance which 
rescued us from the feeble inanity of diplomatic phraseology ? | 
What did we officially proclaim as the aim and justification 
of our course? Was it not to secure “ the independence and 
‘integrity of the Ottoman Empire”? Aud who does not feel 
that the possession of the Crimea by Russia gives her the com- 
mand of the Black Sea, and that her command of the Black Sea 
is incompatible with the “independence and integrity ” of Tur- 
key—makes the second a hazard and the first a sham—euables 


Russia at her pleasure to undermine the one and to choose her 
own time for assailing the other? Again, was it not our desiga 
aud our desire—a purpose early expressed, and forced upon | 
us by the unveiled and almost avowed policy of aggression 80 
ceaselessly and pertinaciously pursued by the colossal despot of 
the North—to put a stop to that course of encroachment aud ag- 
grandisement which made him a peril and a plague to Europe, 
-~to tie his hands, to forbid his future? And did we really 
dream that we could do this merely by destroying his ships, | 
by razing his fortifications, by burning his military stores—~ 
leaving him to build the first, to restore the second, to renew 
the third, on a grander scale and in a better style? Was 
it not the aggressive policy of Russia that drove us into the 
war? Was it not her aggressive tendencies that we desigued to 
check? Was it not her aggressive power that we determined to 
diminish? And was not the possession of Sebastopol and the 
Crimea the special instrument—the mightiest weapon of aggres- 
sion—which Russia owned? She needed that peninsula with its 
splendid harbour for no other purpose. She valued it for no other 
merit. She does not require it for defence ; since no power woul 
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dream of assailing her Euxine coasts unless driven to do so in re-

Give us the objects for which war was declared—give us 
the prospect of a peace that would not contain within its terms 
the germs and occasions of future, of certain, and of speedy war— 
and we will jamp at it as eagerly as any one ;—as earnestly as 
Mr Bright—far more sincerely than the inspirers of the Press. 
Give us the freedom of the Danube-navigation well secured ; 
give us the liberation of the Principalities from the equal curse 
of Russian or Austrian occupation, and the establishment of a de- 
cent and guaranteed government therein ;—give us Turkey really 
rescued, not briefly respited, from the strangling grasp of her 
self-constituted “ heir”;—give us the Caucasus as the Southern 
boundary of Russia ;—give us, finally, some reasonable proof that 
Russia has abandoned her ancestral projects of inadmissible ag- 
grandisement, or that she is incapacitated from pursuing them ;— 
give us, in a word, any real security, any decent probability even, 
that we shall not be dragged into afresh war at the first conjunc- 
ture which is convenient to our enemy and inconvenient to our- 
selves,<-and none- would be more anxious than ourselves to see 
preliminaries signed to-day. Those who would be satisfied with 
anything less than this, or with a mere futile appearance of this, 
we must hold to ba either men who will not look tacts in the face, or 
children who are silly enough to stop in the middle of a painful 
operation which yet they know must be completed on the morrow. 
Those who counsel us to give back in the foolish magnanimity of vic- 
tory the substantial gain for which that victory was won, we cannot 
but consider to be as real traitors to their country as any who ever 
sold her to a foreign foe. Those who fancy that Russia has as 
yet sufficiently realised her own defeat, or is sufficiently convinced 


|| of the stern and persistent resolution of the Allies, to offer such 
|| terms as alone we could prudently or decently accept, must be, to 


say the least, unwarrantably and extravagantly sanguine. ‘Those 
| eho, in order to facilitate their own recovery of office, would fur- 
| ther a hollow compromise on any terms less righteous and less 

clear than those we have sketched out, are politicians whose prin- 
ciples we do not care to characterise,—but who assuredly will find 





| that in taking a tortuous and miry, they have taken a mistakeu, 
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path to power. 





TO BE FOREWARNED IS TO BE FOREARMED.

TueEre is nothing more dangerous to the success of a great 
object of which we are in pursuit than to rush on headlong, 
without counting the difficulties and the cost which we have to 
encounter.

the certain road to failure. Like the ostrich, they bury their 
heads in the sand, not in order to avoid the danger, but to hide 
it from their eyes. It is by persons who would act and feel upon 
this principle that we are charged with endeavouring to discourage 
the country from a prosecution of a just and necessary war, 
because we point out the necessary cost and conseqnences 
to our monetary system at which the great objects we have at 
heart can be won. Let such persons remember the homely ' 
phrase — “to be forewarned is to be forearmed;” and 
don’t let them flatter themselves that they can avoid ‘the ne- 
cessary sacrifices which the most justifiable and the most suc- 
cessful wars must entail, simply because they refuse to look them 
fairly in the face. No, it is only by boldly and rationally con- 
fronting all such difficulties that they can best be provided against 
beforehand and overcome when they reach us. It would be as 
reasonable to attribute to those who publish the long and 
awful lists of killed and wounded, a wish to discourage a 
perseverance in the war, as it is to attribute that motive 
to a clear statement of the money cost of the war, and its 
necessary consequences upou the money market. We entirely 
agree with those who proclaim that it would be contrary to Eag- 
lish principle and tradition to continue the war one day longer 
than its object was attained, either for the purpose of revenge or 
of extension of territory ; but is there a single Englishman any- 
where who could be found to take a different view? Atthe same 
time, we hold that to abandon the just cause we have taken in 
hand, at the moment when we are on the high road to success, 
would be to proclaim to the world that we had been making all 
this sacrifice of life and treasure for a mere trial of strength, and 
without any great and permanent object in view. Sucha conclu- 
sion would condemn every one who has taken part in promoting 
this struggle as guilty of little less than wholesale murder. No, 
Wwe entered upon it with clear and well-defined objects, and every 
life we have lost, every sacrifice we have made, ought only to 
make us more in earnest until we have accomplished that perma- 
hent safety and security for which the blood and treasure of Eng- 
land have flowed so freely.

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this market. But if that cause be in operation to any great ex- 
tent, a reaction must soon take place in order to supply the 
ordinary demand for trade remittances. There is, however, a more 
important cause in operation, which leads to a continual demand 
in France. Every packet to India and China carries with it 
about 500,000/ of silver. This demand has raised the price to 
5s 1id the ounce. At this price it is a profitable operation 
to purchase silver in Fravce with gold at the relative values 
which by law are attached to the two metals. France 
is, therefore, rapidly losing its silver, which is absorbed 
in the East, and adopting gold both for its circulation and the 
reserve of its Banks. Asa striking illustration of this process, 
we have only to refer to the character of the coinage in the 
French Mint. In 1849 it consisted of 1,080,000/ of gold coin, 
and of 7,360,000/ of silver coin; in 1854 it consisted of 20,480,000/ 
in gold coin, and of 80,0007 only of silver coin. Iadirectly, 
therefore, the drain of silver to the East is aggravating the drain 
of gold from England to France, where it is absorbed in the cir- 
culation, without adding to the reserve of the Bank. 

So far as regards the immediate prospects of the money mar- 
ket, it may fairly be expected that the payment of the dividends 
will lead to a considerable relief, especially as the state of the 
public balances is such that no advance whatever wiil be re- 
quired from the Bank of England on behalf of the Government. 








THE REVENUE AND FINANCES OF THE YEAR. 


Tue revenue accounts, made up to the 30th of September, are of 
the most satisfactory character: the more minutely they are ex- 
amined, the more willthey be found to indicate not only an un- 
failing but even an increasing prosperity among the great con- 
suming classes. A reference to these returns, which will be found 
in another part of this paper, will show that upon the quarter 
there is an increase of 1,924,124/, and upon the year of 8,344,781, 
as compared with the corresponding periods of last year. 

Bat the most important features iu these accounts has reference 
to the portion of the financial year which has now expired. And 
this is more interesting at the present moment, in consequence of 
the uneasy condition of the money market, and the in- 
fluence which a sound and flourishing condition of the national 
finances cannot fail to exert upon it. The net revenue 
for the first half of the financial year, that is from April 1 to 
Sept. 30, shows an increase even upon that of the corresponding 
period of 1854 of 2,929,699. In round figures the amount of 
new taxes proposed by the Chancellor of the Exchequer in his 
budget was 5,000,000/ for the year; so that the increase upon the 
half-year is more than the anticipated proportion for that period. 
And if we compare the estimated yield of each branch of re- 
venue, with the actual receipts for the six months which have 
expired, we shall fiad that the expectations of the Chancellor of 
the Exchequer have been fully realised. According to a paper 
laid before Parliament the following were the net sums which Sir 
George C. Lewis expected to receive under the different heads:

When allowance is made for the additional income-tax of 
twopence iu the pound, estimated to yield 2,000,000/, no portion 
of which can be brought in course of collection till after the 10th 
inst., it will appear that the receipts for the half-year have been 
about half a million more than was expected. The articles upon 
which the chief increase of taxation took place were sugar, tea, 
and spirits. In place of any decrease of consumption, which 
might very naturally have been looked for, as the consequence 
of higher duties, a reference to the Boardof Trade Tables, 
which we publish to-day, will show that in both tea and sugar 
there has been a considerable increase in consumption; and 
there is no reason for believing that any falling off has taken 
place in that of home spirits, to which the higher duty applied. 
So far, therefore, as these returns are to be accepted as one of 
the best proofs of the condition of the great masses of the 
population, nothing can be more satisfactory ; nor could furnish 
a stronger proof how little the commerce of the country has 
been influenced by the war. 

The second part of these returns, which consists of a debit aud 
credit account of the revenue of the quarter, showing the net 
amount received and expended, is not less favourable. It will be 
observed that not only has the sum of 1,740,0001, which had been 
borrowed on ways and means Exchequer bills during the quarter 
ending the 30th of June, been paid off, but the amount of defi-

ciency bills required at the close of that quarter to make good the 
payment of the dividends and other charges upon the Congolj 
Fund has beenreduced from 3,306,433/, at which they then 

to 853,442/, which is all that is deficient in the present quarter. 
Indeed, it may safely be said that the Bank will not be Uired 
to advance a single shilling in the present quarter, as before the 
money is required to be paii the Government balance will haye 
increased by much more than that sum. At the commencement 
of the half-year on the 1st of April, the balances in the Bank 
amounted only to 2,949,7741; on the 30th of September, they 
stood at 6,761,470, showing an increase of 3,811,6961, besides 
providing for the enormously increased expenditure in the mean- 
time. 


So far, then, as regards the state ot the public accounts, it ig 


evident that they can be no source of uneasiness or embarrags- 
ment to the money market. 





TRADE OF AUGUST AND OF EIGHT MONTHS. 


Tue Trade Tables of August, which will be found in their usual 
place in our journal, are, on the whole, not unfavourable. Ag 
compared to the ccrresponding month last year, the imports of 
oxen, sheep, hogs, ashes, cocoa, coffee, wheat, maize, cubic nitre, 
dyeing stuffs, rice, spirits, tea, tobacco, &c., have decidedly in- 
creased; while the imports of bark, brimstone, flour, cotton, flax, 
hemp, hides, silk, sugar, tallow, timber, wine, wool, &c., have 
decidedly decreased. Of metals, oils, provisions, spices, &., 
some have increased and others have decreased. On the whole, | 
the imports are less than in the corresponding month of last 
year. 


Acccordingly, in the shipping returns, it appears that the 
tonnage entered inwards was, in the month, 708,856, against 
922,889 in August, 1854, and against 919,466 in August, 1853. 
Throughout the year the imports generally, as compared to 1854, | 
have fallen off, and the tonnage entered inwards in the eight 
months has declined from 5,348,980 last year, to 4,408,765 in 
the present year. Thedecline in the month, then, has been con- || 
siderably greater than the average monthly decline, 117,527 tous; || 
in August it was 214,033 tons. ‘The tonnage entered inwards in the 
eight months of the present year is also less by 551,017 than in | 
the eight months of 1853. ‘Tne short cotton crop in the States 
and large wheat crops in England in 1854, which caused a great || 
falling off in the imports of breadstuffs in the first six months of 
1855 and a decline in the quantity of cotton imported, the some- | 
what overdone timber trade, and the much overdone trade with | 
Australia and the United States in 1854, are the chief causes of | 
the decline in the tonnage entering inwards and in the imports in | 
the present year. 

The declared value of the exports in the month is in excess of 
the corresponding month of 1854 by 107,759/. Thetwo months 
compare as follows :—

The slight increase is chiefly found in beer, candles, coals and 
culm, cotton yarn, copper, bar iron, but not other metals, linen 
yarn, silk manufactures and thrown silk, worsted stuffs, and 
woollen and worsted varn. There is, however, a decrease in 
cordage, cotton manufactures, earthenware, haberdashery, hard- | 
wares, leather work, pig iron, steel, brass, silk twist, wool and | 
woollen manufactures. On the whole, however, there is the ex- 
cess in favour of August, 1855, already mentioned. 


Correspondingly, too, the tonnage cleared outwards in the | 
month was 901,378, against 750,293 in August, 1854, and 805,583 | 
in August, 1853. In the whole eight months, too, the tonnage | 
cleared outwardsin 1855, 5,537,615, has exceeded the tonnage | 
cleared outwards in the eight months of the two previous years, | 
5,446,287 and 5,061,566 respectively. We have been sending | 
away more and receiving less in 1855 than in 1854. Though | 
the declared value of our exports have fallen off in the eight | 
months on the whole 7,242,181/, the commencement of an in- 
crease now, and of an increase in our tonnage cleared ontwards— 
the increase in the month being greater than the increase in the 
eight months—is a pretty sure indication that the increase will go 
on, and that at the close the year 1855 will not stand so much in 
arrear of 1854 as at the end of the first seven months. 

It must be remembered that at present our trade with Aastralia 
and the United States is beginning to recover from a long de- 
pression. With the latter especially we may expect, as their har- 
vest is most abundant and their cotton crop is said to promise 
fairly—though it is yet too early to form a definite opinion—that 
our trade will increase rapidly. In the autumn of last year the 
trade with both began to decline ; and while in the early part of 
the present year we had to compare a declining trade with a rapidly- 
increasing trade in the early part of 1854, in the latter part_ of 
1855 we shall most probably have to compare an increasilg 
trade with a declining trade in the latter part of 1854. The be- 
ginnirg of such a course has commenced in the returns we LOW | 
publish, and seems likely to continue. We hope that in the four 
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months for which we have yet to get returns we shall find a con- 
siderable and successive increase above the four months of 1854. 

We had occasion to point out on the Ist ult., when we noticed 
the returns for seven months, the considerable failing off in the 
consumption of timber and wiue, and we then said it would pro- 
pably be compensated by the increased consumption of other 
tax-paying articles. In the eighth month, however, there was a 
considerable decline in the consumption of cocoa, coffee, sugar, 
tea, &c., or rather in the quantities entered for home consumption. 
They compare as follows :—

NEWS FROM THE CRIMEA. 
Turoveuoct the week there has been an expectation that more 
news would surely come from the Crimea, and something more 
would be learned of the operations of the armies. Rumours there 
have been many, and amongst them a statement that General 
Simpson had resigued aud was coming home. Though probable, 


we have no confirmation of this. But intelligence arrived late 
yesterday, by telegraph from Paris, dated 2 o’clock, which stated 
that the following account from Marshal Pelissier had been posted 
atthe Bourse —“A cavalry action took place on the 29th Sept., at 
“ Koughill, five leagues from Eupatoria. The Russians, under 
“ General Korf, were defeated by the French, under General 
“ D’Allonville. The Rau-sians lost 50 killed, 105 prisoners, 6 
“ guns, 12 caissons, and 250 horses. The French lost 6 killed, 27 
“ wounded. e This is the first encounter between any portion of 
the opposing armies since the fall of Sebastopol, and it gives us 
reason to hope that the Russians attacked from Eupatoria will 
soon realise the many reports lately circulated in the German 
papers, of their having retreated from the north side of Sebastopol.

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tly from mildew. We learn that in Norfolk six weeks ago 
the promise of turnips was considered to be very good, while now 
they are much below an average at this season. In the course of 
g journey to the south coast during the past week we noticed that 
every field of Swedes is mildewed, while the white turnips are 
atchy aud uneven in plant, and by no means of largesize. The 
eavy falls of rain we have had will do something to recover the 
Swedes, but they never completely recover such checks, and in 
another month we may expect frosts sufficient to stop any further 
rogress. Mangold wurzel, on the contrary, has being growing 
well throughout the season, proving most decisively its great 
value to the stock farmer. 
The harvest has been so much retarded for want of hands to 
et it in promptly that ploughing and other autumnal farm work 
is inarrear. Wheat sowing has been delayed fur want of rain, 
but will uow be prosecuted with vigour. Complaints are made 
that cattle are coming to market in only moderate condition, 
though the supplies of late have increased. We by no means 
wonder at the the frequent complaints made hy farmers that cattle 
feeding doesnot pay them, when we see them selling beasts which 
are only half fat. If, instead of selling them to the butcher in 
this state, these animals were shut up and well fed and attended 
to for about two months, they would come out in prime and ripe 
condition, and give a good return for feeding. Nothirg is often 
more striking than the maunerin which an animal seems to linger 
for a time in astate which is short of “fat,” but instead of selling 
it in that stage—which is usually an unprofitable one—the far- 
mer ought always to give it time. No increase of food will much 
hasten the fattening of an auimal in that state; but time seldom 
fails to accomplish it. 


Hiterature. 


Tue NatTionat Review. WNo.JI. October, 1855. Theobald, London, 


Tue second number of this new periodical fully sustains the reputa- 
tion of the first. It displays at least equal ability, and preserves 
the same rare and peculiar tone. It vindicates what it originally 
announced as its mission ; aud employs its asserted freedom from all 
schools or churches, whether of politics, literature, or theology, to 
select from each what is good and to appreciate in each what is noble 
and redeeming. There is nothing antagonistic in the spirit of liberty 
whick it breathes, La their criticisms on literary productions, on poli- 
tical characters, and on topics of religious philosophy, the writers ap- 
pear to us to combine the most daring freedom of thought and speech 
with a complete avoidance of all that can give pain or create offence. 
Thus Tennyson’s great powers receive a discriminating homage which 
must satisfy his warmest admirers, while his recent production—so 
utterly unworthy both of his reputation and his genius—meets with 
the uncompromising condemnation which justice demanded ; yet the 
severity of the inevitable sentences is mitigated by a gratetul and 
generous recollection of former services. 

The article on “The Statesmen of the Day” is in the same tone. 
Its plain speaking is something quite extraordinary ; its full apprecia- 
tion of the various politicians whom it passes in review is such as usu- 
ally only proceeds from friends or partisans; while its keen and mer- 

| ciless anulysis of their weaknesses and faults is such as, in ordinary 
life only inveterate enemies or virulent opponents would like to ven- 
ture on;—yet the whole is so free from any taint of bitterness or 
harshness, and executed with such surpassing ability of de'ineation— 
that we do not believe any of the parties spoken of (with one 
exception) will feel hurt or irritated by the perusal. The estimates 
| of the writer agree for the most part with our own; except that 
| he speaks of Lord John Russ«Ji with greater severity than we have 
| ever done, and than most liberals will deem just. The delinea 
| tions are vigorous and we think original; and indicate a man who has 
unusual opportunities of gathering the materials for independent judg- 
ments. His estimate of Mr Gladstone is the most elaborate. The 
following remarks on the position taken up by Mr Cobden and Mr 
Bright seems to us new and well worth notice:— 

They are and have always been esrentially doctrinaires in the narrowest 
sense of the words. They are not statesmen of a nation, but politicians of 
a tchool. They not physicians, but empirics...... ... .-Economy ie their stan- 
dard, their panacea, their watchword. They measure every policy by their 

| miserable two-foot rule, and epeak and think as if a nation had no interests 
but material ones, no duties save to itself, no objects but peace, pro-perity and 
wealth, Their creed is that war ia costiy, that England has nearly always 
blundered in her international procecdinge, and that the present contest is 
fraught with dangere, perplexitier, and immoralities of every sort ;—all uade- 
niable truths, but all fragmentary and partial ones, We do not design to ar- 
gue the case with them here:—all that we are now concerned to point out is 
this—that they are not the representatives or organs of ANY ONE CLA8s of their 
Sellow-citizens, but merely of ONE PARTICULAR TENET OR SENTIMENT which exists 
in the minds of nearly every class, but exists only as one element or ingredient in the 

composition of its political opinions. This distinc:ion is one which neither the 
member for Manchester nor the member for the Weet Riding has perceived; 
yet it offers the true explanation of the entire and nearly universal secession 
from them of that part of the community which they u++d to influence so 
specially, and will influence again. That consideration, which in their minds 
Occupies so disproportionate a space and overbears and crushes every other, ie, 
ju the minds of the middle and working classer, only one consideration among 
many others, and by no means the most absorbing or supreme. They touch 
the national mind only at one point; they sympathise with it only in one out 
of ite several pha-er. Hence, it is ouly when the nation las its parsimonious 
ft upon it, or when considerations of saving and retre:chm-nt are paramount 
to all othere, or when (as sometimes occur) the strictest ecouowy happens to 
Soincide with the largest and wisest policy,—that these politicians can be fa- 
Vourites and leadere. Their’s is the fate of men who are distinguished for a spe- 
Cialife : they must wait till their specialife comes round.

The opening’paper of the No.—on “ The First Edinburgh Reviewers” 
—is really a masterpiece of lively, sagacious, and entertaining writing. 
There is a verve and vivacity in the style rarely seen now-a-days ; it 
has even a flavour of Sydney Smith about it; and the author, whoever 
he may be, promises to supply a want and fill a gap much felt by all 
editors of periodicals—namely a producer of articles at once sens: ble, 
light, pungent, and readable. Then follow a paper or Decimal Coinage, 
which will scarcely in the midst of more interesting topics, meet with 
the attention which is due from everything which proceeds from the 
pen of probably the first mathematician of this country ;—a review of 
the recent work on Early Roman History by Sir G. C. Lewis ;—a 
temperateand judicious discussion of theCivil Service Reform Question, 
which agrees in the main with the views we lately developed at some 
length in these columns ;—and a piece of sound and pleasant criticism 
oncertain works of fiction. Altogether there is a great variety of 
matter of far more than ordinary merit, 


The most remarkable article in the series, however, is beyond ques- 
tion the article on Pauline as distinguished from Apostolic Christi- 
anity,—certainly one of the most admirable specimens of subtle in- 
sight, wide appreciation, and profound philosophical analysis it has 
ever been our lotto read. It is not easy reading; it taxes the atten- 
tion and the faculties of the reader to the utmost; but contains where- 
withal amply to repay those who submit to the taxation. It is in 
form a criticism on the recent productions of four divines of the 
Church of England,—all men of high reputation, distinguished position, 
and unquestioned learning ;—and it must be a source of deep gratifi- 
cation to these gentlemen to find themselves reviewed by a critic of the 
first force,—a mind of their own calibre, as fully qualified as them- 
selves to handle the subject with which they deal, and competent, 
therefore, to do ample justice to the fairness, wisdom, and capacity 
with which they have executed their work. The views developed by 
the writer are of the deepest interest and (in this country at least) of 
the most novel nature ; and they will startle most readers;—but what 
will startle the generality of the serious world of thinkers still more will 
be to find how near is the approximation, how comparatively few and 
small the points of divergence, how many and how significant the 
points of agreement, between divines whose orthodoxy has never been 
questioned and writers whose heterodoxy has never been denied— 
when both parties are men of perfect candour, thorough learning, and 
unswerving integrity of spirit and earnestness of purpose. All who 
are conversant with his peculiar style and thought will recognise in 
the article we speak of the pen of the most comprehensive and courage- 
ous heretic of the day; yet from him the Canon of Canterbury and 
the Fellow of Balliol meet with fuller appreciation, more generous 


sympathy, and more real understinding than they will do from |

nineteen-twentieths of their co-churchmen. 
in this paper is that which more or less pervades all the productions 
of this remarkable writer:—the marked metaphysical tendency of his 
mind imparts a needlessly difficult and abstract character to his style, 
which deters some readers and perplexes and fatigues many more; and 
this peculiarity is, we fear, growing upon him, We do not quarrel 
with him for requiring conscientious and concentrated attention from 
those whom he addresses ;—we only object to his driving away from

Crimean Army Funp. Report of the Committee. 
Berkeley square. 

ALTHOUGH the sufferings of our army io the Crimea are now a matter 
of history, we are glad to learn the details of the missions by which 
we are assured they were much alleviated. The Committee of the 
Crimean Army Fund have now published an account of its management 
aud expenditure, which will still be examined with interest. Great 
energy seems to have been displayed by the Committee, and an extra- 
ordinary response made to their appeal. 30090/’s worth of stores, 
and subscriptions to the amount of 22,000/, were placed at their dis- 
posal; and, although the Committee did not begin their labours until 
the Ist December, the Fairy sailed laden with stores on the 7th, and 
two other vessels were dispitched during the month, all three 
arriving within a few days of each other at Balaklava. 

After consulting the best military and other authorities, it was de. 
cided that the most satisfactory plan of distribution was to sell the 
articles at a very low rate; discretionary power resting with the 
agents. For instance, tea and tobacco were each charged 6d per lb, 
while much was given away, particularly from the stores which had 
been presented to the fund. The supplies included every description 
of comfort for the camp and hospital, such as wine, of which they had 
about 1,000 dozen, and spirits and malt liquor in proportionate quan- 
tities; tobacco to the amount of 35,000 Ibs, with 116,000 pipes; 300 
cwt of preserved game; 12,000 Ibs of tea; besides coffee, sugar, butter, 
arrow root, warm clothing, cutlery, cooking utensi!s, and articles for 
personal comfort. Beyond the immediate resu'ts, the army is indebted 
to the Crimean Army Fund for permanent additions to their comforts, 
“ Messrs Chollet’s preserved vegetable food was, until the organisa- 
tion of the Association, unknown in our navy and army.” The pre- 
paration was in use in both the French services, and had been found 
a highly nutritious diet, and a preventive of ail those diseases en- 
gendered by the absence of vegetable food. The Countde Strzelecki 
brought this preparation to the notice of the Committee, and they felt 
so well assured of its value that they sent 160,000 rations. It was 
much approved and eagerly sought atter; the best test of its value is, 
however, the fact that Her Majesty’s (rovernmest have since made 
the preparation a standing ration in both our services. The coffee 
mills which the Committee sent out, and which are capable of 
grinding from 1C0 to 150 lbs per day, are of great service, and 
were the first of their kind received by the army. ‘lhe soup wasalso 
the first which had been supplied in any quantity to the army. 

The labours of the agents lested until the end of May, by which 
time the stores were exhausted and the distribution of fresh ones ren- 
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dered unnecessary by the official channels of supply being at leugth 
in working order. ‘hroughout the affair the enurgy displayed by the 
Committee presents a striking contrast to the dilatoriness of the home 
authorities, though we have long ceased to wonder at the cumbrous 
official machinery getting out of gear under the pressure of so great 
anemergency. In summing up their work, the Committee of the 
Crimean Army Fund find that a!l their stores were distributed with 
the exception of some warm clothing, which arrived late, and was, 
therefore, reserved for future occasions, and 7,000: which they retain 
as a fand of reserve. 

Not the least p'easing feature in the account of this mission is the 
testimony it bears to the good-will and co-operation shown towards it 
by Lord Raglan and the other commanders in the Crimea, and the 
gratitude and kindly fecling evinced by the army.

HEALTH OF LONDON DURING THE WeEK.—The deaths of 1,160 persons 
were registered in London in the last week of the quarter that ended on 
Saturday the 29th of September, and, though swollen by the accession 
of cases of violent deaths in which inquests were held some weeks since, 
this number is below the average. London is healthier than it is usually 
in September. Last week the births of 894 boys and 813 girls, in all 
1,707 children, were registered in London. In the ten corresponding 
weeks of the years 1845-1854 the average number was 1,455. The 
barometer rose to 30°330 in. on Monday, and was 30'275 in. on Tuesday, 
when the moon was full; it descended to 29'43lin.on Saturday. Rain fell 
(0°37in.) on Friday and Saturday. The mean daily temperature of the 
air at Greenwich was 56°6 deg., or 2°2 above the average. The tempera- 
ture of the Tuames was 60°7 deg., or 4°] deg. above the temperature of 
the air. The dew-point was 6°9 deg. below the air temperature; and the 
earlier part of the week was dry. The wind blew from the north-east on 
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the earlier days, and from the south-west on the latter days of the 

at velocities varying from 50 to 130 miles a-day. Eleetricity was Positiy 
for the first five days ; on Friday and Saturday no electricity was deve 
by the instruments.

FOREIGN AND COLONIAL 


FRANCE. 

There is little or no change in the commercial situation of Paris, The 
export trade, however, which suffered so long from stagnation, is begin- 
ning to revive. The last packets from the United States brought impor- 
tant orders to the manufacturers of articles de Paris, and numerous com- 
mission agents fromGermany have made considerable purchases, supposed — 
to be destined for Russia. A favourable reaction has taken place in the 
price of corn. The high rates of the last fortnight had induced farmers to 
send their produce to market, and the abundance of offers created a down- 
ward movement. The first quality of flour, which eight days ago sold as | 
high as 118f per sack of 157 kilogrammes, only fetched 109f on Saturday. 
Wheat also declined, and the accounts from the provincial markets, from | 
which Paris draws its supplies, all show a fall of from 1f 50¢ to 2f per |, 
hectolitre. The cattle markets continue to be abundantly stocked, with | 
a slight decline in prices, but butcher’s meat still sells in Paris exorbitantly 
high. ‘The wine trade at Bercy is pretty active, but, although the fine 
weather in September has ripened the grapes, there is no prospect of a 
reduction in the price of wine. 





AMERICA. 

The commercial advices from New York report capital to be _plentifal, 
at rates varying from 7 to 8 per cent. for first-c'ass paper. ‘The statis- 
tics relating to the trade of the port of New York for the week ending 14th 
September, show that of foreiga dry goods a supply valued at 1,665,088 || 
dollars had been placed on the market, of which 1,518,179 had been en- | 
tered for consumption.

At Barbadoes the weather had become more favourable, but, owing 
to the quantity of rain which had of late fallen, it was expected the crop 
would be a Jate one. Should the weather continue favourable, from the 
present appearance of the crops the forthcoming harvest is expected to be 
the largest ever made in the island. Of the present year’s crop the ex- 

rts to the 10th ult. number 39,246 hegsheads. Trade was rather dull, 
and money continued scarce. 


INDIA AND CHINA, 


The commercial accoun's from the Indian markets are the reverse of 
satisfactory. The want of rain had produced serious apprehensions of a 
failure in the crops, and the prospect of a considerable rise in grain, 
which would of course check the trade in British manufactured goods. Very 
little business was doing, and less was expected. Prices had dec:med, and 
promised to be still lower. The export trade also was dull. M oney was 
easier, and the rates 1 per cent, lower. 


“ Canton,” we are informed, “ continues quiet, and the Mandarins 
appeared to have regained possession of the province. Small quantities 
of imports are taken for consumption, and during the month there have 
been considerable arrivals of last season’s teas. None ot the new crop, 
however, has come to market, nor have we any authentic information 
from the tea districts, where the rebels are said to hold their ground. 
The crop of Moning tea is said to have been entirely destroyed by them. 
Rice has further declined, but, though plentiful at the moment, stocks 
are not heavy compared with consumption, Of Canton silk about 250 
bales of the third crop have arrived, but little more is expected.” 

At Shanghai a considerable business had been done in manufactures, 
without improvement in price, produce being high and money scarce. 
In raw silk transactions by foreigners had been limited; but a consider- 
able demand for native manufactures and probable short supply imparted 
firmness to the market, and prices were fully maintained. About 4,000 
bales of new si!k had been settled for, and the quality appears to be better 
than was first anticipated. Tea—A moderate business had been doing, 
the demand running on good and fine congous. 

Fochow dates are to the 28th of July. A large business bad been 
done in tea, and sales of nearly all descriptions of black had been made 
at full prices. In greens not much doing. Six ships had been despatched 
for Great Britain, and there were three on the berth. 

At Amoy, on the 5th inst., trade was dull, but showing signs of revi- 
val. A cargo of tea had been sent thence to New York, and further 
purchases were being made. This is a new feature at Amoy. 

Bompay, Aug. 27.—The value of goods must be considered quite 
nominal, but were sales forced a reduction in price must be submitted to 
of 2 to 3 annas per piece on gray shirtings, and long cloths, and of 1 to 
2 annas on gray madapollams, prints, T-cloths, and jaconets; gray do- 
mestics and yarns alone maintain their previous value.

AUSTRALIA. 


We have dates from Sydney to the 2nd of July. In the markets the 
supply of wool had been limited in the extreme. There was evidently 
a desire to purchase wool, could it be met with in sufficient quantities, 
for a remittance at the rates lately ruling. The bulk of this season’s 
clip has been shipped, and there will be doubtless a falling off in the num- 
ber of bales exported as compared with last year. The tallow market 
was not so brisk. Freights were quoted as fo'lows: —To London, wool, 
1d to 1}d per lb; hides, 25s per ton ; tallow, 50s to 55s per ton; gold, 
# per cent. by sailing vessels ; } per cent. by steamers. Exchange on 
London :—Bank draughts, 3 to 4 per cent. premium; 1} to 2 per cent. 
premium, if drawn against tallow, wool, or gold. 

A gold circular thus describes the state of that market :—“ The demand 
has been brisk, but very little golddust offering. This may be partially 
accounted for in consequence of the high prices in Port Philip, Viz., from 
31 17s 44d to 3/ 17s 6d per ounce; this, with export duty added, makes 
4; per ounce, a very high figure, particularly for Bendigo, and gold- 
dust of that quality. The escorts, Western and Southern, brought to 
the Treasury this morning 2,420 ozs 8 dwts.”” 

The private advices from Sydney reach to the 5th of July. On the 
previous day the Governor had sent a proposition to the Assembly for an 
amendment in the tariff considerably to increase the import duties. It 
recommended that the rate on all articles at present dutiable should be 
augmented 50 per cent., and that several articles now free should be 
taxed. Among these were salt to the extent of 40s per ton; candles, 
2d per lb, &c. Trade continued to improve under the accounts of re- 
duced shipments from Europe, but wheat was still at about 200s per qr, 
notwithstanding several considerable arrivals.

On perusing these accounts, we are more 
surprised that the Bank did not last week take more energetic 


| measures than that this week it has been obliged to have recourse 
| to them. Should similar demands on the Bank such as they de- 


monstrate have continued in the present week, as we believe they 
have, it may be doubted whether the measure now adopted by the 
Bank will be sufficient. 

Yesterday the Bank of England again raised its minimum rate 
of discount 4 per cent., and it now stands 54. Some persons 
were surprised at the alteration, and not having anticipated it 
were dissatisfied with it. Others who had anticipated it and 
prepared for it by procuring money before it took place were not 
displeased. The immediate cause of the change was understood 
to be an additional demand for accommodation, and a further 
diminution in the stock of bullion. 

To-day, when the surprise is over, money is comparatively easy 
for bills at a short date, but the ease is considered to be very 
temporary, and nobody likes to lend money for a long period, or 
discount long-dated bills. The terms for money on call are yet 
44 per cent., but bills are not discounted below the Bank rate. 

The Bank of France, too, has raised its minimum rate of dis- 
count from 4 to 5 per cent., and given notice that it will only 
discount bills having 75 days to run, instead of 90 days as hereto- 
fore. It has required, too, an additional deposit of 10 per cent. 
on all securities on which it has made advances—a measure which 
will probably tend, by forcing sales, to increase the depreciation 
of securities. 

Though gold is continually exported to the Continent, our ex- 
changes continue firm, and were rather better to-day than last 
post. 

The imports of the precious metals in the week have been from 
New York, 3,0007; by the West India packet, 274,000/; and 
35,000 silver from the Continent. The known exports have been 
505,8592 for Alexandria, the East Indies, and China, and 7,660: 
for the West Indies. Of the imports, 273,000/ are silver, and of 
the exports, 442,9612 are silver. 

The funds have been in the week again weak and declining. 
Consols opened to-day at 873, about the closing prices of yester- 

day, or a little better, and for some time manifested a tendency to 
firmness, They went to § and 3}. Afterwards, on a report that 
a broker acting for the Bank was selling largely, they went back, 
and closed at 873. The heaviness of the market was in part, 
however, occasioned by the accounts from Paris bringing the 
Rentes down to 64f. Though the changes were considerable, the 
business done was not extensive. At present, indeed, the public 
seem to have very little inclination or very little means to specu- 
late, which is one of the signs of the times. There is comparatively 
little or no spare cash seeking investment. Speculation seems 
nearly all transferred to the other side of the channel. On the 
Stock Exchange to-day money was easy, and it was lent at 3 per 
cent. on Consols for short periods.

The house was of long standing and great 
respectability, but has suffered from coming under engagements 
to a house in Canada, connected, it is understood, with the timber 
trade. The Messrs De Lisle and Co. were also connected with 
with the trade of Guernsey and Jersey, and were the correspon- 
deuts of some of the priucipal banks in those islands—namely, 
the Guernsey Banking Company, the Guernsey Commercial 
Banking Company, the Jersey Commercial Bank (Janvrin and 
Co.), and the Jersey Old Bank (Godfray, Sons, and Co.). Messrs 
Hankey and Co., the London bankers, interfere for all these in- 
stitutions, and honour the draughts drawn by them on Messrs De 
Lisle and Co. 

We add the circular intimating the suspension, because it shows

Strahan, and Bates, and how anxious these gentlemen are to 
assure their customers of the safe custody of their securities :—

capital of 20,000,000 fla, and in exchange to issue new paper. 
From which we iofer that the Government of Austria is makiog 
some exertions to repair its fiaances without concluding that it is 
taking the right course. 

The money and commercial news from the United States con- 
tinues favourable :— 

“Rarely has the commercial emporium (says the report of the 12th 
ult.) worn so animated an aspect as that which now greets the vision in 
all its leading business thoroughfares—a convincing evidence that the 
Fall trade willl be quite as large and healthy as generally expected. 
Money continues in brisk demand for the prosecution of business, and 
rates, if anything, are a trifle firmer. The supply of capital, however, 
is plentiful, and, with the probability, if not certainty, of a speedy ces- 
sation of specie shipments to Europe, following our present and future 
exports of breadstuffs, we think no reasonable apprehension of a posi- 
tive stringency need be entertained, at least this season. “There is an 
active demand for money (it is said on the 19th ult.) at the rates pre- 
viously current—7 to 9 per cent. for good commercial paper—and the 

supply of capital is plentiful. The specie movements the past week 
were very light, being only 13,00 dols hence to Guayama, and 511,009 


dols by the Boston steamer last Wednesday. The Atlantic, sailing to- 
day, had but little engaged last evening. The total shipment of specie 
from New York and Boston since the Ist of January, amounts to thirty- 
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five and a half millions, which is eleven and a half millions more than 
the receipts from California to the same time.” porta: BRS 

The bank statement for the last week is the most favourable for many 
weeks, showing, as it does, a decrease of loans to the extent of 876,724 
dols, a gain of 206,615 dolsin the specie item, anda slight increase of 
deposits.

The payments into the sub-treasury have been large, and the balance 
is now about a million more than at the corresponding date last week. 

Trade genera'ly continues active and in a healthy condition. Country 
merchants are here in large numbers, and their purchases are on an 
extended scale, as compared with this time last year. 

Our imports were not quite so large last week as the corresponding 
period of last year, being 2,933,725 dols, against 3,113,321 dols in 1854. 
Since Ist January the imports reach 103,114,200 dols, against 139,523,990 
same time last year. ‘The exports to foreign countries from this port, 
for the year thus far, amount to 43,995,817 dols, against 46,071,295 dols 
in 1854. 

In some sections of the New England States the drought is severe in 
the extreme ; and many mills have been obliged to suspend operations. 
It is estimated thst in Rhode Island alone, as a consequence of this 
stoppage, the diminution of wages paid to operatives is 25,000 dols a week.
